22 — An American Independent 
Party leader formed a coali- 
tion of autonomous state par 
ties today, including a na- 
tional committee that will op- 
erate in at least 24 states. 

William K. Shearer of Los 
Angeles, serving as temporary 
chairman of a national com- 
mittee gathering, told about 
140 delegates: “We' are not in- 


terested in waiting to see what 
anybody does. If we wait for 
three years for the people in 
Montgomery, Ala., to do some 
thing and they decide not to, 
then we’ve had it.” 

Previously, tlie common 
bond for the various parties 
represented here was their 
support for Geofge C. Wallace 
in his 1968 presidential cam 
paigri.**** *** ,<r ^ v ****** 
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But Shearer made it clear 
that he wants a party ready to 
write a platform and name its 
own presidential ticket in 
1972. He said he had no objec 
tion to Wallace, but that he 
wants the platform to come 
first. 

Of the states in the Wallace 
column in 1968, only Arkansas 
has a delegation here. Shearer 
said “the Montgomery bunch” 
had instructed Wallace sup- 
porters in Alabama, Georgia, 
Louisiana and Mississippi to 
stay Home. 

Regular delegates here in- 
clude those from Alaska, Cali- 
fornia, Florida, Illinois, Indi- 
ana, Kentucky; New Jersey, 
North Carolina, Pennsylvania, 
South Carolina, Texas, Vir- 
ginia, Washington and Wiscon- 
sin. 

Interim delegates include 
those from Arkansas, Idaho, 
Maine, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Missouri, New York, Ohio, 
Oklahoma and Oregon.
